It In need-
fenn to say to anyouns in this asction
of the state that Irrigntion without
sottlement s almost useless, but It
is necomsury for the Irrigation Con-
gross to Impress this fact upon the
{1 poople on the westside whoere they
are not as conservant with the prob-
lams of Ir‘;-lm-n Oregon  an  they
should be.

The thing that impresses one from
Mhin sootion la the need of making
the people now on lrrigated lands
prosperous. That I a task to which
the Congresa will direct Ity offoris
too, In copjunction with the efficials
of the Agricultural college and Fed-
aral departments To us it In the
most important task, Whew the set-
tlers on Irrigated tracts are placed
upon the road to permanent prosper-
ity it will be sasy to secure setilers,
and with the demand for irrigated
lands inoreasing, the gueation of re-
dlaiming more lands can be attacked
with mors enthusiasm.
